Advance 
of Freight 
Charges. 


In another 
column 
we print a dis- 


patch which confirms 
the fears of the 


Pacific Coast that the transfer of the 
controlling 
interest 
in Pacific 
Mail 


stock to the Union Pacific and Central 
Pacific Railroad 
Companies would be 


followed by au advance 
on transconti- 


nental 
freights. 
The policy pursued 


by the Pacific Mail Company for some 
years has been 
such as to destroy all 


confidence in them as reliable common 
carriers, 
and the recent developments 


as to the manner in which they obtain 
subsidy from the government have so 
disgusted 
the people that there were 


few who regretted the demise of a cor- 
poration which had become 
so corrupt 


that it was 
a disgrace 
to the nation. 


Yet it served as a check on the rail- 
roads, 
and by competing 
with them 


for freights 
prevented 
tlie high rates 


which their dissolution is now about 
to bring upon us. 
It seemed 
a reason- 


able hope that the railroads 
would not 


advance the rates, 
but however reas- 


onable, it was futile, aud the Pacific 
Coast must for a time at least submit 
to transportation 
charges 
which will 


seriously affect the business 
of many, 


especially the producers. 
Already our 


wool growers are 
counting the differ- 


ence between the profits on their pro- 
ducts under the former and the present 
rates. 
The combination 
of the two 


corporations ruakesapowerful 
monop- 


oly, against which it is almost 
hope- 


less to struggle. 
The clipper ships will 


help 
us much in some 
respects, 
but 


there is little prospect for the success- 
ful establishment 
of an opposition line 


of steamers 
for some 
time to come. 


The effect of the combination 
of the 


steamers 
and cars for the purpose 
of 


increasing freight rates will undoubt- 
edly be to increase 
the chances 
for 


another 
overland road. 
Had it been 


known In the early part of the session 
of Congress 
just closed 
that the rail- 


roads would so soon obtain control of 
the steamers, 
the passage 
of the Texas 


Pacific bill would have been assured, 
and the disposition 
manifested by the 


increaseof freights willundoubtedly so 
strengthen the cause of the Texas Pa- 
cific that the combined 
power of the 


great 
monopoly will not prevent 
the 


success 
of Colonel Scott at the nex\ 


session. 


Educational 
Investigation. 


In examining the different branches 


of her 
municipal 
government 
San 


Francisco 
has probed a mass of cor- 


ruption greater in quantity and 
more 


offensive 
in quality than oue unac- 


quainted with the 
manner 
of doing 


things in that city could suppose to ex- 
ist. 
If there is anything 
pure, ou a 


high moral standard, 
and entitled 
to 


the name of respectability 
in a city it 


should be her educational department. 
The natural conclusion 
at which one 


would arrive would be that school di- 
rectors were selected from among 
the 


moral, intelligent and educated 
class 


of the community 
whose 
educational 


affairs they were to govern. 
Yet San 


San Fraueisco has not one of these and 
does not the other. 
As far back as we 


can remember, 
and that is almost to 


the day of her first school, 
San Fran- 


cisco has never selected her school 
di- 


rectors for their moral character, 
their 


intelligence or their educatiou. 
In too 


many instances they were Ward poli- 
ticians, men without means, 
reputa- 


tion or education, 
whose chief busi- 


ness was doing nothing or worse than 
nothing, 
with a majority, or even 
a 


minority of such directors no sensible 
person could expect the schools 
to be 


well kept or the department 
properly 


and 
economically 
managed. 
Only a 


little while ago the charge 
was made 


and proved 
that there were specula- 


tions, rascality 
would be nearer the 


word, in the purchasing 
department 


aud it now turns out that teacher's 
po- 


sitions are sold through a hotel waiter 
who acts as 
broker between 
some of 


the members 
and the applicants 
for 


positions. 
The 
qualification 
of the 


would-be teacher is not taken into ac- 
count, and his or her adaptation 
for 


the position is not considered. 
The 


hotel-waiter broker only requires that 
the money or satisfactory 
notes shall 


be 
forthcoming. 
It is within 
the 


knowledge of many of San Francisco's 
people that in some instances teachers 
have 
been 
employed 
whose 
moral 


character 
was far from good. 
There 


are some honest 
men and gentlemen 


on the present Board, aqd if they are 
permitted they will get down to the 
bottom of the thing before the close of 
the investigation now in progress. 
If 


a clear and thorough examination 
is 


had 
discoveries 
will be 
made 
more 


startling than those yet brought to the 


how 
some 
of the teachers 
obtained 


their certineates.

Dan Rice, tlie great showman, 
has 


gone into bankruptcy 
at last. 
Dan 


usually bursts ever year, but is always 
found on his ''pins" again, and this is 
the first time that he has gone 
into 


bankruptcy to settle with his credi- 
tors.This morning there 
was received at 


the office of the Clerk of the United 
States 
District Court, 
in this city, a 


formidable looking document 
by ex- 


press from Girard, Pa., Rice's home, 
which proved to be a voluntary peti- 
tion In bankruptcy. 
Tbe most strik- 


ing feature of the petition is that while 
the liabilities run up tosomething like 
$85,000, Dan puts down his entire 
as- 


sets to be a suit of clothes, 
valued at 


$73. 
Even that, he claims, is exempt 


under the laws of the State, so we pre- 
sume the aforesaid assets 
consist 
sole- 


ly of what he has on bis back. 
His 


creditors, who number 
altogether up- 


ward oftwo hundred persons, will have 
a happy 
time dividing 
those 
assets 


among them. 


Some of the debts were incurred 
as 


far back as I860; but the most of them 
were during tlie past year, when Dan 
had a circus on a small 
scale, 
travel- 


ing most by river, and showing for a 
while on the Robinson 
lot, in Alle- 


ghany. 
Among his 
"secured" 
debts, 
Rice 


mentions in his petition 
one for $5 25 


for individual tax levied upon him by 
the borough of Girard. 
the biggest 


debt of all is $20,840 34, which 
is due 


G. R. Spalding, the well-known show- 
man. 
His list of creditors 
presents 
a 


greater variety of persons, 
probably, 


than can he found 
upon 
the petition 


of any party whose 
name 
appears 
in 


the Bankrupt Court. 


Judging from the creditors and the 


character of the debts, one would infer 
that Dan has been running bis differ- 
ent shows for the last 
three 
or four 


years solely on 
the capital of other 


parties, as well as having extremely 
good luck in getting credit,even among 
those 
who generally consider 
them- 


selves 
"smart 
enough" 
to get their 


money always. 
His list of creditors 


includes showmen, 
theatrical 
agents, 


editors, job printers, newspapers, 
law- 


yers, doctors, bankers, 
steamboatmen,

The Wild Man of Colusa. 


[From the Colusa Sun.) 


"Chapparal 
Jo" has, it seems, 
ob- 


tained 
a fictitious 
notoriety, and has 


been killed after a manner that would 
astonish him ifa paper containing the 
followingparticulars should happen to 
reach his cell at the Lunatic 
Asylum 


at Stockton. 
That "relative" 
that 
wrote to New York about his brave 
exploits in killing the veritable Jere- 
miah Smith, ought 
to have a leather 


medal. 
The history of Jo, so far as 


known, 
has 
from 
time to time 
ap- 
peared in the Sun. 
Ifany one in New 
York, however, 
has 
any idea that he 


is the identical Jeremiah, 
they can get 


a peep at him by visiting Stockton. 
The story given below, it is almost 
needless 
to say, 
was built upon tbe 
items that have 
from time to time 
appeared in the Sun about this singu- 
lar individual. 
Home fellow, wanting 


perhaps 
to make a hero of himself, 
wrote about his exploits with the wild 
man in the "sage brush" 
of Colusa. 


We 
would like to know 
where he 


found even the sage brush. 
But to the 
story, which is interesting as showing 
how we may 
get news 
by going far 


enough from home from it. We quote 
from the New York Times of February 
9th: 
' 
"J. N. Masten, of Wurtsboro, N. V., 
has received a letter from a relative in 
San Francisco, 
formerly a resident of 
Ulster county, New York, giving the 
particulars of the killing of a desperado 
known as the 'Wild Man of Colusa,' 
who proves to be Jeremiah Hmith, the 
perpetrator of what 
Is known as the 
'wayside 
murder,' 
near 
llomowae, 
Ulster county, in the Fall of 1868. 
Smith murdered his wifeand child in 
the road near his residence 
by pound- 
ing them to death with a stone. 
He 
then fled, and a large reward 
was of- 
fered his capture. 
At least twelve men 
answering his description were arrest- 
ed in different parts 
of the country, 
butnoueof 
them 
proved to be him. 
He was traced 
by detectives as far as 
Utah, and there all trace of him was 
lost. 
About three or four years ago 
there appeared 
in the sage brush 
in 
Colusa 
county, California, a strange 


lmman being. 
He was dressed in the 


skins 
of 
animals 
and 
was always 


armed. 
His hair and beard 
were of 


extraordinary 
length. 
He haunted 


small settlements, 
and 
when 
there 


were 
no 
men around 
made raids on 


the houses, 
securing whatever plunder 


was to be had. 
He came 
to be 
the 


terror of the county and narrowly es- 
caped with his lite several 
times. 
A 


few weeks since 
he 
made 
one of his 


visits to a house where 
the 
Inmates 


refused to comply with his demands, 
and the door was barred 
against him. 


He lired three revolvers at the bouse, 
seriously wounding a woman, and re- 
treated to the swamp. 
The next day 


a party went out and 
captured 
him, 


and he was lodged In the county 
jail. 


The particulars 
of this affair were seen 


by Mr. Masteii in the 
Han Francisco 


Chronicle. 
The 
description 
of 
the 


wild man answered 
that of Smith so 


nearly, 
including 
a 
missing 
finger 


from one of his hands, 
that he wrote 


to his relative, enclosing a photograph 
of tlie murderer. 
When 
the letter 


was 
received 
at San 
Francisco, 
the 


person to whom it was addressed 
pro- 


ceeded 
to Colusa county 
aud found 


that the wild man had 
escaped 
from 


jail. 
He showed the letter and 
pho- 


tograph to several men, who declared 
that there was a great resemblance 
be- 


tween the picture and 
the wild man. 


A search was at once instituted for the 
escaped 
prisoner. 
Several men,among 


them Mr. Masten's 
relative, followed 


him for days through the thickets,and 
finallycame up with him. Heat once 
showed fight and commenced 
firing at 


the party. 
The fire was returned and 


the 
man 
fell. 
Mr. 
Townsend, 
the 


former Ulster county man, went up to 
him and recognized 
him and was rec- 


ognized iv return. 
Smith 
died in a 


few hours. 
He had eluded justice for 


nearly seven years.
